WINNIPEG, Man., Aug. 9.— Th* 
wheat harvest throughout the prairie 
provinces is under way today, tre 
heavy rains and the intense heat of 
the past week having advanced it 
ten days. 
The average yield will be about 20 
bushels to the acre and a yield of 
130,000.000 bushels is estimated for 
Manitoba.

Golden grain is first harvested in the fer­ 
tile fields of the Northwest. Barley is nutri­ 
tious.

'J .Hops are imported from Saaz- 
Bohemia. They are a tonic and give Elfen- 
brau snap and flavor. 


Malting barley, figure 3, changes the bar­ 
ley starch into a more digestible form. 


Now w^'ro at the brewery, figure 4, equip­ 
ped with every new-accepted feature known 
to the brewing world. Brewery apparatus is 
very costly. Ice-plants, bottling and corking 
machines, air-filtering, hopjacks, sterilizing 
bottles and casks, engines, etc., not shown 
here. 


All the raw materials with pure water ad­ 
ded are thoroughly mixed in the mash tub and 
boiled in the brev- kettle till their nutritive 
and tonic properties are held in solution. The 
tub and kettles in figures 5 and 6 are each 
two stories high. 


Then the beer is cooled, figure 7, and fer­ 
mented in great vats, figure 8. Elfenbrau 
contains about 3 1-2 per cent alcohol by this 
process. 


Elfenbrau is aged for four months in im­ 
mense storage tanks, figure 9 till it becomes 
mellow and mature. It is finished, figure 
IO, and filtered, figure ll, to insure brilliancy.
